The information contained five charges, the fub- 
flance of which was, that Lady Stratitiore has 
commenced a flit in the Ecclefiaitical Court againt 
her hufband, Andrew Robinfon Bowes, Efq; -for 
a feparation and divorce, and. thar the’ defendants: 4 
knowing the premifes, had-confpired to aflault and 
imprifon her (Lady Serathmore) for the purpofé.of 4 
preventing the determination of the fame. 1 

Mr Mingay, Mr Law, and Mr Garrow appear- 
ed as counfel on the part of the profecutions “Mr 
Mingay opened the cafe in a very concife, but cor- 
rect and pointed manner—and as the evidence con- 
tains the whole of this fingular tranfaQion, we hall 
proceed to ftate it in the order in which ic was 
given. ; : 

After proving the marriage: of Mr Bowes with 
Lady Strathmore, in the year 1777, by produttion 
of the Regifter; and that a fuit of feparation was, 
depending in the Court of Arches on the’ noth ‘day 
of May 17863 in which fuir Mr Bowes had filed an 
allegation om the zoth of November; thar Lady. , 
Strathmore and him then lived together on terms of 
mutual forgivencefs, &c. which allegation, if itvhad 
been proved, would put an end to the fuit for the 
divorce. 

Peter Orme was called, who proved that he was 
a polt-boy living at Stone, in Staffordihire ; that on

man, onder the fictitious names of Colonel Medecia 
and Mr Johnfton, with Peacock, Bigg, and others, 
and after afking him if he wanted a place, hired him | 
as a fervant to Mr Bowes, at the rate of 201.-a- ' 
year, abd one guinea down; that in confequence 
of this hiring he came to London according to ap- 
pointment, and met Prevoft, Chapman, and.-Bowes

had robbed Colonel Medecin of his plate, and that 
all thefe fecret expeditions and. contrivances were 
calculated to dereét the thief: ——that on Sundy 
the 23d Oétober, he went with Colonel Medecin, 
(Mr Bowes) and Peacock, (viz. Johnfton) and 
was ordered to follow Lady Sirathmore’s carriage, 
which they had difcovered :—That in ‘confequence 
of fome intelligence he went the fame evening with 
Bowes, Johniton, and Prevolt, to the Cock at 
Eaton, whére they dined, and afterwards returned 
to town: That on the roth of November,* Mr’ 
Bowes ordered him to hire a chaife with ‘excellent 
horfes, and to wait at the Adam’and Eve, ‘onthe 
Barnet road:—T hat he was there by eleven o'clock;

Some perfons from Kiow, who have arrived at 
Vienaa, bring fhocking accounts of the fearcity and 
b confeqaent dearnefs of provifions and lodging.

The leet which conveys her Majetty from Kiow to 
Cherfon confifts of 700 fhips, of one kind or other. 
"hetornaments of the galley in which fhe is to go, 
amount to 200,000 rubles. The Emperor left 
Lemberg on the 6th, and was to be at Cherfon on 
the «4th of May. The Porte is difpofed ta keep 
yp a good underftanding with the Imperial Courts, 
aad this pacific difpofition is attributed to the medi- 
ation of the French King. 

Letters from Rome advife, that the two frigates, 
lately fitted out by his Holinefs the Pope, for the 
urpofe of protecting the commerce of his fubjects 
from the depredations ot the Barbary pirates, have 
been lately both taken by the Algerines, near the 
harbour of Civita Vecchia, after a very fevere con- 
fit, ia-which the Pontiff’s officers and men dif- 
played the utmolt bravery; but were fubdued by 
{uptrior numbers, and carried into Algiers, from 
whence the whdle were indifcriminately fent up the 
tountry into flavery. 

"The above letters add, that. fereral ftrong veffels 
ate fitting out in various parts of Italy, which are 
to be joined by fquadrons from Malta, Venice, and 
Portugal ; this pat fleet is intended to curb the 
jafdlence, and clear the féas of thofe pelts of lawful 
commerce, who, so the difgrace of Europe, have 
been fo long fuffered to prey upon the property of 
individuals, and trample on the law of nations. As 
the combined armanmtent is t6 be commanded by of 

ficers of great expetience and tried courage, the 
mot fangaine hopes are entertained of its faccels, 
not oaly in Tweeping the Mediterranean of thofe ne- 
farious {plunderers, but {preading terror and defola- 
tion on their coatts. 

We hear from St Auguftine, that the Indians 
have indicated ftrong fymptoms of enmity towards 
the Spanifh Government. Don Ulloa, the Gover- 
nor, has folicited a reinforcement of foldicrs, his 
prefent force not being fufficient to fecdre the Flori- 
dag again‘t the inroads of the Indians, who ate dai- 
ly encouraged by the Americans to commit hoitili- 
mes againft the Spaniards. 

Our Jat letters from France ittimate, that the 
feparation of the Notals'es is not fo near at hand as 
twas at firft foppofed, there being fill feveral mate- 
fial points that remain hitherto unfeitled. Mean- 
while, that Affemibly is 4 heavy burthen to the State, 
each of ics members being allowed five Louis dors 
per day; fo that were this labouring mountain to 
bring forth a moufe, never would fo contemptible an 
animal have fetcHed fo unreafonable a price.
